Fire guts | 
Dizengoftf 
building

TEL AVIV. — Hundreds of peopie, 
including Defence Minister Shimon 
Peres, yesterdey evacuated buildings 
near Dizengoff Cincie here as a 
huge blaze gutted the top four floors 
of an empty former department 
store building, 

Big holex gaped in the Rehov 
Pinsker wall of the five-story build- 
ing that had housed the Hamashbir 
Latzarchan atore. There were no 
casualties. 

‘The premises — which were to 
become 8 Bonk Hapoalim branch — 
caught fire at 430 in the afternoon, 
and by 6 the flames had been 
brought under control. The cause of 
the blaze has not yet been ascertain- 
ed, but the deputy commander of 
the Tel Aviv fire brigade, Aharon 
Ankori, said he believed renovation 
workers may have left an open fire. 
Another possibility was that ma- 
sonite — 2 highly infemmable ma- 
terial used for the building's ceil- 
ings — had caught fire during weld. 
ing, he sald. 

A soldier on leave, Dov Kotler, 
said the fire brigade arrived within 
five minutes after the flames were 
firat seen. Ankori sald five fire 
trucks, plug other equipment were 
used. 


The fire broke out on the building’s 
top floor as the Labour Party Cen- 
tral Committee was beginning a 
debate in the adjoining Ohel Audi- 
torium (see Fire Interrupts, Ὁ. 3). 
Police evacuated the participants. 

Also interrupted was the screen- 
ing of the "Eiger Sanction,” then 
being watched by 200 patrons in 
the Chen Cinema, which shares the 
former department-store building. 

The blaze centred, however, on 
the Rehov Pinsker side of the bulld- 
Ing, and blocked traffic there. Traf- 
fc on Rehov Dizengoff continued 
only on the northbound side, and 
there were police barriers as fer 
away as Rehov Allenby in the 
south and Keren Kayemet in the 
north. 

The square itself filled with 
thousands of onlookers, who saw 
firemen enter the lower floors of 
the blazing structure by ladder. 

Deputy chief Ankori said the 
pbuilding was full of inflammable 
material which should never have 
been used In building. It had been 
at an early stage of renovation, 
with workers still removing the old 
store partitions.

Jacobovits hopeful 
about emigration 
after Moscow visit

LONDON, — The Chief Rabbi of 
the British Commonwealth, Dr. Im- 
Manuel Jacobovits, who hag just 
returned from the Soviet Union, said 
he had been given reason to be hope- 

ful about Jewish emigration. 

Dr. Jacobovits, who was in the 
Soviet Union for nine days on the 
first official visit there by the 
spiritual head of a Western Jewish 
community, described his meeting 
with the Russian Jewish community 


“We were received in 8 
most courteous and friendly manner. 
Indeed both sides agreed that the 
conversations were helpful and con- 
structive. “ held out hopes that 
the various representations we made 
would be considered seriously.” 
‘The Chief Rabbi, interviewed at his 
home here, said: “I have found new 
dimensions in circumstances of 


and priorities.” 

The Chief Rabbi was accompa- 
nied on his trip by the head of his 
office, Moshe Davis. 

Dr. Jacobovits said that on the 
day after his arrival in Moscow he 
met for several hours with Viktor 
Titov, Deputy Chairman for Reli- 


Affairs, who later arranged: 


for him to meet a senior official 
at Ovir, the Interior Ministry's vise 
department. 

He was given V.LP, treatment 
from the moment he got off the 
plane, and staed in a luxury three- 
room penthouse suite in the 6,000- 
room Rossiya Hotel. A chauffeur- 
driven car was put at his disposal. 

The authorities made special ar- 
rangemerts for kosher food, and the 
Chief Rabbi did not have to go 


through either customs or currency 
clearance when arriving and parting. 
At his meeting with Titov, they 
discussed ways of establishing re- 
gular contacts between the Soviet 
and British Jewish communities and 
how best to increase the cultural 
activities of Soviet Jewry, and par- 
ticularly the provision of Hebrew 
lessons, They discussed the question 
of the supply of religious artifacts, 
Bibles and prayer books. The possi- 
bility of publishing religious books 
in the Soviet Union was considered. 
At the Interior Ministry's visa 
department, Ovir, the Chief Rabbi 
met with Colonel Ovchnikoy, Deputy 
Director of the All-Soviet Commit- 
tee for Visas and Registration.

THL AVIV. — US. aid will not con- 
tinue at the rate of 20 per cent of 
Israel's budget — and it’s time the 
public faced this, Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin said yesterday. He 
was speaking at the end of a sym- 
posium on defence and education 
Sponsored by Tel Aviv University's 
School of Education. 

Rabin warned Israelis that unless 
they work harder they wil! not have 
the means to reach their social and 
defence goals. “It’s not a question 
of tightening our belts, as they'll be 
tightened for us. What we must do 
is roll up our sleeves,” he said, 


. stressing that the country’s future 


depended only on its own people — 
not on the Arabs, UN decisions or 
the Government of the U.S. 

‘The country could not, as Western 
states did, attempt to solve its econ- 
omic problems by permitting un- 
employment. But, on the other hand, 
lt must correct the imbalance be- 
tween services and production.

Congressman: F-15 sale

NEW YORK. — Rep. Robert L. 
Leggett (D. California) contended 
in a letter published in the “New 
York Times” thet there was no true 
military justification for the sale 
of F-15 jets to Israel, and in fact 
“the sale becomes highly undesir- 
able when we consider that much of 
the cost will ultimately be borne by 
the U.S. taxpayer in the form of 
military βἰὰ.". 

Leggett characterized as erroneous 
Israel’s argument that it needed the 
advanced F-15 to counter the Mig- 
23 fighters supplied to Syria and 
the Mig-24 interceptor — which he 
said was actually the Mig-25 — be- 
cause both aircraft could fly higher 
than the F-49 and thus fly unchal- 
lenged over Israeli territory. 

Leggett wrote: “First, the Mig-23 
cannot fly higher than the F-4 nor 
can the F-15 fly higher than the 
F-4. Jave’s Usts the maximum altl- 
tude of the F-4 as 71,000 feet and 
the Mig-23 as 50,000 feet.

PARIS.— 
ISRAEL WILL FIND herself once 
again exposed in the pillory in 
January when racism reappears as 
the theme of a debate at the head- 
quarters of the UN Educational, 
Scientific and Cultural Organization 
here. The pattern of the discussions 
is lamentably predictable. It will 
foliow the timetable of last week's 
meeting at which Zionism was in- 
serted into a catalogue of the world's 
evils, ranking alongside racism, 
apartheid and warmongering as 
targets which require the unwaver- 
ing vigilance of the mass com- 
munications media. 

Once again, Israel will take ‘‘the 
stand" in a conference hal] with the 
atmosphere of a trial. A coalition of 
Arab and Communist states will 
propose an amendment outlawing 
Zionism. Israel's Western sym- 
pathizers will reject the equation 
with racism and might even renew' 
their symbolle boycott of the 
proceedings. But the outcome is 
predestined: an overwhelming vote 
against Israel, even if, as before, 
only a minority of Unesco’s 136 
member states take part. 

Unesco Secretary-General 
Amadou-Mahtar M’Bow is sutf- 
ficiently alarmed by the discredit 
east upon his organization by the 
steam-roller strategy of the Com- 
munists and Arabs for him to be 
casting around desperately for an 
excuse to postpone néxt month's 
meeting on the racial issue. Israel's 
enemies will complain bitterly if Mr. 
M'Bow gets his way. But the 
Secretary-General can only buy 
time. The anti-Israel coalition can 
look forward to a field day at the 
next Unesco general conference 
which is to be held in Nairobi in Oc- 
tober and November 1976. 

If Mr. M'Bow should get his way 
he will probably invoke the financial 
difficulties which are bedevilling 
Unesco activities. The tion 
is in serious straits following the 
refusal of the U.S. Congress to 
authorize payment of its $22.6m. 
(some IL260m.) contribution. _ 

The American parliamentarians 
took this action in protest the 
first assault on Israel's position in 
the organization last year when the 
last General Council denounced 
-Israel on unfounded charges of 
damaging Mosjem, monuments in 
Jerusalem, witbheld funds for 
Israeli projects and exciuded the 
Jewish state from membership of 
Unesceo’s European group. 


Unsavoury business 


The impetus for this initial 
attempt to undermine Israel's posi- 
tion in Unesco came, of course, from 
the coalition of Communist and Arab 
states who were to pursue the same 
policy at the UN in New York as well 
85 in Paris throughout 1975. But the 
objective behind the hostility to 
Israel was so blatant that many 
member countries, including 
France, which had backed the in- 
troduction of PLO observers at both 
the UN and Unesco, began to have 
second thoughts about the whole un- 
savoury business. 

The weakness of the late Director- 
General, Rene Maheu of France, 
who died last week after a long iil- 
ness, and his Senegalese successor 
Mr. M'Bow in failing to take any ac- 
tion to restrain the wreckers, caused 
serious concern and uncertainty at 
Unesco headquarters. Paradoxical- 
ly, it was the countries which most 
need the body's help which helped to 
provide the voting majorities to 
steamroller the resolutions which 
damaged Israel's status. For Arab, 
African and Asian states depend 
most heavily on Unesco for 
educational = scientific develop- 
ment and for safeguarding their 
culture. 

The feebleness of the men at the 
top in Unesco has cost the director- 
general some of his best aides. Mr. 
Richard Hoggart, top-ranking 
British official at Unesco, left the 
organization in the spring, after 
criticizing the antagonism against 
Israel, Mr. Hoggart, a former 
Professor of Literature at Bir- 
mingham Unviversity. was ap- 
pointed Assistant Director-General 


says Post correspondent Jack Maurice. With a built- 
in majority, Israel’s foes will probably only be de- 
terred from further hounding of the Jewish state 
when the world bodies collapse about their ears.

Voicing his protest, Mr. Gordon H.

He gave as his reason 
the shameless violations of the agen- 
cy’s charter by the Arab bloc and 
their allies in order to promote their 
own “selfish political and economic 
πέρ εσθια." oe! Blocker, a former 
“Newsweek” senior correspondent, 
also left his job this month as direc- 
tor of information before expiry of 
his contract in order to his 
condemnation of Unesco policy 
towards Israel. 

Earlier this year international in- 
dignation at the treat- 
ment of Israel got a wide hearing 
when leading international figures in 
education, the sciences and the arts 
held a conference in Paris to 
promote the universality of Unesco. 
The delegates included 17 Nobel 
Prize winners. They were joined by 
the architects, artista and engineers 
who created Unesco’s proud head- 
quarters here. 

The International Conference for 
the Universality of Unesco recalled 
that the world body's vocation was to 
promote the intellectual and moral 
progress of humanity and to oppose 
discrimination against its members. 

In their concluding resolution the 
conference proclaimed “a solemn 
protest against the decisions voted at 
the Unesco General Conference that 
resulted in Israel being the one and 
only member forbidden to fully par- 
ticipate in the workings of the 
organization."’ 

It is ironical that Israel's 
tribulations at Unesco were the 
offshoot of General de Gaulle’s 
suspicions of attempts by the U.S. to 
install an American hegemony in 
Europe. This policy was inherited by 
President Georges Pompidou who 
gave the French ambassador to

brief to prevent the U.S. achieving 
an eeabition beetle Canada, 8 
jo! juropean ional group Οἱ 
Unesco, This rearguard action stall- 
ed the creation of regional groups 
within the organization for several 
years. 


The issue was resolved when the - 
Soviet Union agreed to support - 
American membership of the Euro- ἡ 


pean group in return for the same 
service. The Soviet Union also ob- 
tained membership of the Asian 
group, thus enjoying dual 
membership while Israel achieved 
the distinction of the only 
state to be excluded from all groups. 

Israel was the target of further dis- 
crimination in May when it was ex- 
cluded from a list adopted by the 
Unesco executive board containing 
17 countries which were invited to a 
conference on higher education in 
Mediterranean countries. Denoun- 
cing this move, the Israeli represen- 
tative, Mrs. A.M. Lambert-Finkler, 
stressed that Israel was the only 
country bordering on the Mediterra- 
nean to he boycotted. 

A host of intellectuals from all 
over the world now refuse to give- 
Unesco the benefit of their talent and 
genius until it scraps its policy of 
ostracizing Israel. Mr. M'Bow said a 
few days ago that the latest stigma 
— the association of Zionism with 
racism—would not be a dogma bind- 
ing_on Unesco unless it were to be 
confirmed by the General 
Conference at the end of next year. 

But the are that the Arab- 
Communist coalition is unlikely to 
relent. Israel scored a moral- 
boosting diplomatic success in stag- 
ing its walk-out from last week’s 
meeting here in the company of 
‘Western friends from both sides of 
the Atlantic. But it is impossible to 
defeat arithmetic. With a built-in 
majority at the UN, Unesco and the 
other international agencies, 
Israei's foes will probably only be 
deterred by the realization that if 
they continue Israel, the 
world bodies on which many of them 
depend for their health, learning and 
technology could soon collapse about 
their ears.

Antonioni’s man on the run 


The Passenger (Peer, Tel Aviv) is 
Michelangelo Antonioni's latest film 
— the first since “Zabriskie Point” 
was made some five years ago — and 
is based on a story by Mark Peploe 
with the director collaborating with 
the writer on the scenario. 

Partly a study of alienation and 
partly a suspense story, the film 
festures Jack Nicholson as David 
Locke, ἃ TV reporter making a 
documentary in North Africa. He 
finds that another guest at the hotel, 
ἃ man called Robertson, has died, 
and changes {dentities with him. 
When Locke is first seen, stranded in 
the desert with his car, one gets the 
Gmpression of a man going to pieces, 
and it is clear he is glad of an oppor- 
tunity to make a fresh start. 

Gradually he finds out that Robert- 
son was a gun-runner for an African 
revolutionary group with which he is 
now embroiled. Meanwhile, his wife 
is in pursuit of Robertson, whose 
Photograph she has discovered in - 
Locke's passport, while Locke's

bleached Africa to Germany and on 
to Spain, we are given one arresting 
image after another. Visually the 
film is a real delight and the colour 
entrancing, and director of 
Photography Luciano Tovoli 
deserves a good deai of credit. 

Nicholson gives a finely-realized 
performance, filled with quiet 
desperation. One senses that he will 
never escape the bitter taste of 
himself and there can only be one en- 
ding. As his travelling companion, 
Maria Schneider (the young woman 
of “Last Tango in Paris") is an 
appealing figure. She has little ta say 
and delivers her lines in a dull 
monotone but she looks lovely and 
charmingly “feminine.” Ξ

The 2,000 hours 
are roughly the equivalent of δ, 
weeks, at 40 hours a week except 
that most scribes can only work for 
four hours 2 day because of the con- 
centration and application required. 

Of the hundred scribes, only one 15 
actually writing new Torahs, and it 
takes him about a year to complete 
one, The others are engaged in 
repairs of old Torahs whose ietters 
are Hable to crack and peel as the 
condition of the parchment 
deteriorates. The average repair job 
takes some 40-50 hours, for which the 
pay is an $150.

If succesa stories are rare and 
hard to find in Israel, then Emka of 
Givatayim is an exciting exception. 
“When Dad and I arrived here from 
Poland in 1943," says Mordechai 
Kaminski, “the only business ex- 
perience we had was selling Christ- 
mas tree decorations. 

“Well, Tel Aviv certainly did not 
offer a hopeful market for such 
merchandise. Since electricity had 
been my hobby as ἃ child, Dad sent 
me to the Amal Vocational School, 
where I atudied electrical technology 
88 a future occupation.

"The lesson is that you must always 
be attuned to the times if you want to 
succeed in business — even in Israel 
where rumour has it you can seli 
almost any product. That’s just un- 
true. Israelis are discerning 
shoppers, and you must give them 
dependable merchandise if you want 
them to stick with your products.’ 

As for the booming gril! sales, the 
users — here and abroad — will stick 
with Emka as long as their food does 
not stick to the grill.

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Mortgaging our children 


ONE OF THE achievements of the beleaguered State of Israel 
has been the educational upgrading of its citizens. Since 1953, 
every child in Israel, Jew and non-Jew alike, has been pro- 
vided with mandatory and free schooling, beginning at the 
kindergarten age of 5, and extending to age 15 (ninth grade). 

Though there may be questions about the quality of Israeli 
education in different areas, very few states of the world, 
surely among those. which have emerged since the ‘Second 
World War, can point to such an enviable school record. From 
the standpoint of Jewish tradition, this emphasis on schooling 
is natural, for our national culture has always viewed the 
education of the young to be 8 sine qua mon for our Wry 
existence, Bacto 

When, a few years ago, the state decided to mn a 
education to children in the tenth grade, this ἴσο was consi- 
dered natural. Last year, following the fiscal impact of the 
Yom Kippur War upon the state's budget, when the govern- 
ment decided to limit the free tenth grade policy to disadvan- 
taged children the public responded with understanding. But, 
after the Minister of Education’s announcement that begin- 
ning with the 1976-77 sehool year ninth graders, other than 
disadvantaged youngsters, would have to pay for their schoal- 
ing, the public and the majority of the Knesset Education 
Committee responded vigorously. 

It is one thing to reduce budgets catering to the material 
comforts of Israel's population, for indeed our standard of 
living is artificially high in comparison with the fruits of our 
national production. But to ask the nation to consider limiting 
the educational development of its young strikes a blow at its 
very future. 

The initial reply of the Ministry that those who cannot 
afford to pay ninth grade tuition would receive state subsidies, 
was inadequate. 

For charging fees for the ninth grade could be interpreted 
by many as belittling the importance of that year’s schooling, 
and could encourage more school drop-outs from low- and 
middle-income groups. 

Even within the limits of the Ministry’s reduced budget, 
it is clearly possible to cut into other categories with less 
educational harm; for example, sports, which are not obliga- 
tory for all Israelis, or culture, which for the most part 
reaches the country’s middle- and upper-classes who can pay 
for less-subsidized entertainment. 

Yesterday, responding to the public pressure, Education 
Minister Aharon Yadlin suggested that some such budgetary 
readjustments could be made to keep the ninth grade free. 
Perhaps this intensive search for funds for the ninth grade 
would be pursued to find. moneys for other undernourished 
educational programmes for the nation’s young.

AT A TIME when most political 
reformers are calling for con- 
stituency elections to replace 
proportional representation, the 
National Religious Party is put- 
ting the finishing touches to a 
plan for its own return from per- 
sonal to factional voting. NRP 
Secretary General Zvi Bernatein 
says simply: ‘We tried voting 
for personalities rather than fac- 
tions at two consecutive national 
conventions. The idea failed 
completely. Factions are a fact 
of Israel's political life. We were 
forced to invent ways of assuring 
the due representation of fac- 
tions on our executive bodies 
even though our members were 
ostensibly electing delegates on 
their personal merits. So at the 
Jast national convention, it was 
decided to make factions 
legitimate again. Last week, a 
committee was set up to present 
an outline to the Party Council 
which will meet in a month's 
‘time to ratify the scheme." 
The argument that the faction 
system is indestructible is also 
put forward by Labour Party op- 
onents of electoral reform. 
Bistorically, the factions grew 
out of groups of like-minded peo- 
ple and the affinities have not 
disappeared with time. It is a 
kind of family relationship. 
Some time ago, the Labour 
leadership decided that the Par- 
ty needed a decision-making 
body if it were to survive and it

As outstanding “‘import"' of 
dubious utility, is the much touted 
distinction between “hawks and 
“doves"' in the political arena. Never 
a fortunate division, this 
dichotomization seeks to recruit the 
Positive connotative meanings and 
associated characteristics of the 
dove as symbol of peace on the one 
hand, while attributing warlike and 
aggressive tendencies on the other. 

Let me note that the attempt to 
obscure the basic issues in this way 
while never appropriate, ts par- 
ticularly dangerous at the present 
time when the issues being 
obscured are crucial for the survival 
of the state. 

Thus the effort to caat a ‘‘halo” of 
devolike peaceableness upon those 
members of government who are 
basically leftist and at best merely 
naive and overly anxious to avoid 
any confrontation at any cost, es- 
chews the underlying question of 
whether peace is, in fact, obtainable 
by means of appeasement. 
Specious, indeed, is the implication 
that peace is a hope and goal proper- 
ly associated with leftist ideology. 
The world at large, and the Jewish 
people in particular, have come to 
know that it is not. 

The title “hawk,” on the other 
hand, is used in the pejorative sense 
to cast aspersions on some of our 
most rational and dedicated 
members of government.
